When men first 
started to trade with each 
other, they would exchange 
goods, i.e., a cow for grain, 
leather for a bow, pottery for 
a hatchet, etc. As trade ex 
panded and man progress! d, 
perishable* items were not 
satisfactory items to be .used 
in exchange in most cases. 
Corn rotted, iron rusted, and 
cows dle<l. What if you 
wanted to sell your leather 
and the jierson with whom 
you were trading had only 
perishable goods to ex¬ 
change? No exchange took 
place. It didn't take long be¬ 
fore jH'ople starti'd to us» 
certain commodities which 
had lasting v.alue as a mc<l- 
ium of exchange. To make 
a long story short, gold be 
came the universal commo¬ 
dity that was u.s«'d. If you 
wanted to sell your leather, 
but didn't want to exchange 
it for something you didn't 
ne«“d. you would accept gold 
insteaei, Ixcause a week or a 
year later you knew some 
one «*l.sc would accept gold 
for whatever you needed.

You may ask, why gold? 
Why did this Ix’autiful bright 
metal become the commonly 
accoptt'd medium of ex- 
haige? Well, for several 
.sound reasons. Hold is pra.”. 
tie-ally inde-stnict i h 1 e. It 
won't rust or corrode, so it 
ran be* stored almeest for 
ever. It is relatively rar" 
and diffleailt to finel in large 
amount.s, .so you know that 
the golei you posse'ss won't 
be diminished in value by 
someone di-scov e r i n g ar 
niaa’ifacturing large quan¬ 
tities of it. rjold is malleable 
and easily divisable into 
small quantitie*s and weights, 
so it is Ideal for trade. It is 
al.so instantly re*oognizable*. 
There arc many other rea¬ 
sons why gold has universal¬ 
ly been ae-cepteei as a ston* 
of value. Its he*nuty and in¬ 
trinsic value has made it a 
most coveted item. As man 
progres-sed, gold played a 
vital part in the develop 
ment of international trade. 
It became obvious that as 
larger and larger transac¬ 
tions took place, gold could 
not b'* transferred with every 
trade. Banks came into 
iH'ing as a necessary Inter¬ 
mediary to hank or store 
vnUiablcs, such as gold. 'I’he 
bank would i.s.sue a paper 
note which would state that 
so much gold was deposited 
with the bank. After awhile, 
it became more convenient 
to exchange or transfer the 
paper notes rather than to 
withdraw the gold every 
lime a. transaction took 
place. So paper .notes b<-- 
came the vehicle of ex¬ 
change, but at all times rep- 
rc-jenttHl the real commodity 
that was on deposit in the 
bank.

Governments, in time, took 
over the banking of gold. 
Governments such as ours 
printed the notes, which at 
one time said, “redeemable 
in gold or silver." These 
pieces of paper, these r^v- 
ernmental receipts, had gold 
and silver backing, and for

Sierra Madre Sales Up 14.5 
Percent For Second Quarter 


sierra Madre merchants 
again scored a nice gain in 
business for the second quar¬ 
ter of the year as it was 
reported by George R. Reil¬ 
ly member of the State 
Board of Equalization, from 
reports received from the 
merchants themselves and 
the payment of taxes for the 
second quarter. 

Sixty-five businesses did a 
taxable business of $2,035,- 
000 this being the second 
time they have gone over 
tile $2-million mark in their 
history. The 1979 second 
quarter compared with the 
3978 second quarter of $1,- 
778,000, showed that the 
business merchants had an 
increase of 14.6 per cent. The 
total business of the city of 
all 364 merchants did not 
show such a nice gain, as 


the 1978 second quarter to¬ 
taled $2,605,000, and com¬ 
pared with the 1979 second 
quarter of $2,759,000, or a 
gain of 5.93 per cent for the 
quarter. 

Total sales for the State of 
California for the second 
quarter reached a record- 
breaking high of $32.4 bil¬ 
lion, which represented a 
gain of 3.6 per cent, thu.s 
Sierra Madre merchants ran 
ahead of the state average. 

For the state car sales 
showed a decrease of 4.1 p>er 
c<!nt but gasoline prices post¬ 
ed a huge increase of 23.6 
per cent. The average price 
of gasoline is figured by the 
state at 83 cents per gallon, 
exclusive of sales tax, and 
this was 33 per cent higher 
than the second quarter of 
1978.

That was the catalyst that 
began plans for a compre¬ 
hensive guide for senior 
citizens in this area. 

The last service guide was 
printed in 1974. Since then 
many organizations have 
moved or acquired n e w 
phone numbers, and ne\>/ 
agencies have bee.n estab¬ 
lished. In December 1978, the 
Commissi on on Aging 
formed a Directory Com¬ 
mittee and began a compre- 
liensive effort toward the 


publication of a new senior 
citizens guide. With the co¬ 
operation of a multitude of 
community organizations and 
agencies, research and com¬ 
pilation of material by Com¬ 
mission staff was completed 
in June. This was followed 
by a designated review pro¬ 
cess to eliminate errors and 
unnecessary duplication. The 
subsequent printing took un¬ 
til the first of October, or 
a final total of ten months 
in production. 

Free of charge, the newly 
publislied Guide is expected 
to bo a tremendous boon to 
seniors who heretofore liad 
to cope vvdth making many, 
many phone calls before- 
reaching the right agency 
for assistance. 

A sample of discounted 
services listed in the Guido 
which are offered by area 
merchants include moving 
and storage, automobile re¬ 
pair, vision care, furniture 
reupholstery, and even real 
esta.te listings. 

The special section devoted 
to housing includes house¬ 
sharing agencies, agencies 
specializing in referr a 1 s, 
housing for families, board 
and care homes, continuing 
care homes, and homes for 
persons with special needs. 

The Services section lists 
governmental and private 
organizations offering trans¬ 
portation, legal servi c e s, 
health care, volunteer op¬ 
portunities and many others.
